New Coffee County Jail to have open house Sunday

After years of debate, pro and 
con, as to where Coffee County 
should build a new jail, the question 
has finally been laid to rest, 

On Sunday, October 6, between 
the hours of 2-4 p.m., the new jail fa- 
cility will be formally dedicated and 
an open house will be held. 

During Sunday's ceremony, the 
jail will be named in honor of two 
former sheriffs of Coffee County, 
Sheriff H. D, Tillman and Sheriff C. 
F. "Neil" Grantham. 

Sheriff Tillman served Coffee 
County as it's chief law enforcement 
officer for many years before retir- 


ing. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham served as a 
chief deputy under Sheriff Ralph 
Sparks and was elected as sheriff for 


two terms, He had began serving his 
second term when he was murdered 
in 1979, 

The $2.5 million dollar facility 
was to be funded by a 1/2¢ sales tax 
which was enacted by the county 
commission in 1989, but it was later 
ruled by a circuit court and later up- 
held by the Alabama State Supreme 
Court to be illegal for them to do so. 

The commission, with a vote of 
the people and a local legislative act, 
added $35 to all court costs in Cof- 
fee County to go toward paying for 
the new jail. It is now predicted that 
this alone will not be enough to pa 
for the jail and additional funds wil 
He required to supplement the court 
ces. 

Construction on the jail began in 
August of 1990 and according to 
county officials it will be ready for 
occupancy by prisoners in Mid- 


October after the final inspection. 

The new jail is designed to house 
approximately 126 inmates and also, 
the eat will contain offices for 
the sheriff's department. 

According to officials the jail is 
one the most modern facilities in the 
area. It contains an ultra-modern ful- 
ly computerized security system and 

risoners are monitored at all times 
y 17 different surveilance monitors. 

There are three separate control 
areas which completely controls the 
entire jail complex. The main control 
station is in the center of the cell 
area and all cells and exercise areas 
can be monitored by the jailer on 
duty. There are no “blind spots.” 

Tours of the complex will be con- 
ducted during Sunday's open house 
for anyone wishing to inspect the

On Tuesday, October 15, 1991, 
Marilyn B. Ammons, 48, of New 
Brockton will be tried in Coffee 
County Circuit Court-Elba Division 
on charges of forgery and theft. 

The trial had been set for Septem- 
ber 16, 1991, but a continuance was 
granted by Circuit Judge John Craw- 
ley due to a change in defense attor- 
neys by Mrs. Ammons. 

Reportedly Attorney Merrill Shir- 
ley withdrew as Mrs. Ammons’ at- 
torney claiming that fee require- 
ments had not been met. She is now 
being represented by Attorney Mi- 
chael Jared, 

Mrs. Ammons, who had worked 
as a clerk in the county commission 
office for approximately 13 years, 
was indicted on a record 643 offens- 
es by the grand jury. 

The May 1991 Coffee County 
Grand Jury indicted Ammons on 10 
charges of theft in the first-degree, 
567 charges of theft in the second- 
degree and 66 charges on forgery in 
the second-degree. 

According to the indictments, a 
total of $334,529.53 in county funds 
are missing. 

The indictments stemmed from 
an lengthy investigation conducted 
jointly by the Department of Exam- 
iners of Public Account for the State 
of Alabama, the Alabama Bureau of 


_ Investigation and the District Attor- 


ney's Office for the 12th Judicial 
Circuit. 

The special audit by state examin- 
ers covered a period of time from 
October 1, 1984 through September 
30,1990, 

On July 25, Jared entered a plea 
of not guilty on behalf of his client 
to the charges brouglit by the grand 


jury. 

Theft in the first-degree is a Class 
"B" felony and is punishable by 2 to 
20 years imprisonment and/or up to 
a $10,000 fine for each offense. Both 
theft and forgery in the second- 
degree are Class "C" felonies and are 
punishable by 1 to 10 years impris- 
onment and/or up to a $5,000 fine 
for each offense. 

Should Mrs. Ammons be found

guilty, she could possibly receive a 
sentence of more than 6,500 years in 
prison. Also, she could be fined up 
to $3,265,000.00. 

It is being predicted by court offi- 
cials that the jury trial of Mrs. Am- 
mons could last as long as three to 
four weeks, 

Bail for Mrs. Ammons was set at 
$339,600 and she has been free since 
posting bond. 

Mrs. Ammons also faces a civil 
lawsuit in the amount of $125,000 
which was filed by the Coffee 
County Commission in December of 
1990, 

The commission also asked that 
Mrs. Ammons' asses be attached. Af- 
fidavits by Billy Eagerton, commis- 
sion chairman, and Wilson Mobley,

Elba City School Board adopts $11 million budget

The Elba City School Board met 


in special session Monday, Septem- 
ber 30th, at noon for the expressed 
purpose of adopting an operating 
budget for the coming year. State 
law requires this be completed prior 
to October Ist. 


law passed by legislature 


A new manufactured home law, 
which redefines mobile homes as 
“manufactured homes,” also pro- 
vides for a registration fee in licu of 
ad valorem tax, according to State 
Commissioner of Revenue James M. 
Sizemore, Jr. 

“Subject to this registration fee 
are those manufactured homes which 
are rented, leased, or located on land 
owned by someone other than the 
manufactured home owner,” said 
Sizemore. 

He continued, “All other manu- 
factured homes will continue to be 
subject to ad valorem tax, Those 
manufactured homes which are own- 
er-occupied and sited on property 
owned by the occupant will receive 


the benefit of the ad valorem tax 
homestead exemption” 

The recent legislation provides 
that the registration will be payable 
from Oct. 1 through Nov. 30. failure 
to comply with registration during 
this time period will result in penal- 
ties, Payment should be made to the 
county official who collected ad val- 
orem tax on manufactured homes 
prior to passage of the new bill. 

“Those individuals who pay the 
fee will be issued a decal,” contin- 
ued Sizemore. “They will find the 
process of registration as simple as 
buying a car tag.” 

County license-issuring officials 
will provide additional registration 
information. 


The budget of over $11 million 
includes construction funds for the 
new school complex and a cushion 
to compensate for a projected prora- 
tion of up to 6%. 

The general fund will begin the 
year with a balance of $249,500. 
With no surprises and no proration 
in the next year, the projection is that 
this fund will end up with $176,222. 
However, Superintendent Charles 
rearce 161d board members all ex- 
peris were predicting proration of up 
to 6% in the Alabama education bud- 


gel. 

Included in the expenditures from 
the general fund is an additional 
$150,000 to be applied to the con- 
struction and furnishing of the new 
schools. Pearce explained that this 
amount and ‘the other school con- 
struction money were basically the 
only differences from last year's bud- 


gel. 

The board approved a $7,000 
item in the budget to purchase ser- 
vice vehicles, Pearce explained that 
the school had always utilized two 
used trucks to move lawn mowers, 
supplies, etc, and he was planning to 
replace the two lost in the flood. 

Presently the school is paying ex- 
penses for use of employees vehicles 
when necessary. 


Pearce asked for and received the 
blessing of the board to purchase one 
of the vehicles with a king cab. This 
will allow safer travel when small 
groups of students are being trans- 
ported as part of their normal class 
work, 

The budget is 29 pages of num- 
bers and more numbers. Here are a 
few interesting facts: The 1¢ county- 
wide sales tax will supply $236,000 
to the Elba-school during the next 
year. Three different city, district 
and county property tax levies will 
generate $225,000 and the Elba City 
Council continues to furnish an ap- 
propriation of $24,000 annually. 

It will cost $112,559 to operate 
the school busses for one year. This 
doesn't include the purchase of any 
new busses. 


Utilities will hit the budget for an 
additional $50,000 for the year. It. 
will cost almost half million dollars 
to operate the lunchroom program, 


actually $460,494.00. The majority 
of this is not paid by the students but 
by various government funds. 

Classroom teacher salaries range 
from a low of $21,405 per year be- 
ginning salaries for some teachers to 
a maximum of $29,350 for a teacher 
with a ‘‘AA” certificate and ten years 
teaching within the system. 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved hiring of a state approved 
consultant to guide the board mem- 
bers through a required review of 
Superintendent Pearce's __ perfor- 
mance. This new statewide review 
will be conducted every two years.

Alberta Martin says that she was 
a 21-year-old widow with a two- 
year-old son and was working in a 
cotton mill when she married Con- 
federate Veteran William Jasper 
Martin in December 1927. He was a 
75-year-old widower with grown 
children and grandchildren of his 
own, 

A son was born a year after the 
marriage. Four years after the birth 
of their son, William Jasper Martin 
died, 

Martin had served with the 4th 
Alabama Infantry in 1864-65 and 
survived The Battle of Gettysburg.

Federal Highway Administration 
officials stress that there will be no 
extension of the federally mandated 
deadline. Commercial drivers must 
have a CDL by that date, or they will 
lose the right to drive a commercial 
vehicle. 

“If commercial drivers apply now 
for a CDL, they can avoid the last- 
minute rush and be sure of getting 
their CDL in time,” said Maj. Ralph 
Cottingham, chief of the Driver Li- 
cense Division. Cottingham said 
there are approximately 170,000 to 
200,000 commercial drivers in Ala- 
bama, and that Public Safety exam- 
iners will not be able to process all 
applicants if commercial drivers wait 
until close to the deadline to apply. 

To date only approximately 
27,000 drivers in Alabama have re- 
ceived a CDL since testing began in 
October 1990. Commercial drivers 
who have not yet been tested, are en- 
couraged Lo report as soon as possi-. 
ble to probate judge, license com- 
missioner or driver license offices to 
obtain a study manual and applica- 
tion form. 

Drivers of buses, trucks with a 
gross vehicle weight rating of 26,001 

unds or more, and vehicles carry- 
ing hazardous materials are required 
to have a commercial license by

There are special provisions in 
the Social Security law designed to 
encourage blind and disabled Sup- 
plemental Security Income (SSI) re- 
cipients to try to work, These provi- 
sions allow recipients to attempt 
work without fear of losing all their 
SSI checks or Medicaid coverage. 
Also, recipients whose SSI checks 
were stopped because their earnings 
made their income too high to con- 
linue getting SSI may be able to get 
checks again if they find they are no 
longer able to work. 

Recognizing that a disabled recip- 
ient's return to work may not follow 
a steady progression, the law allows 
the recipient to use SSI as a step- 
pingstone to employment. Recipients 
may continue to get some money 
from SSI while testing their ability 
to work. The amount received de- 
pends on the amount of earnings - as 
earnings increase, the SSI payment 
decreases and may eventually stop. 
A recipient who finds his or her 
work attempt unsuccessful, however, 
may have payments started again - 
often without filing a new SSI appli- 
cation,

In addition, many blind and disa 
bled recipients can keep their Medic 
aid coverage even when their checks 
stop because their earnings are, too 
high. To keep Medicaid coverage, a 
recipient must continue to be blind 
or disabled, meet all other non 
earnings SSI eligibility require 
ments, depend on Medicaid cover- 
age to continue working, and be una- 
ble to purchase similar medical caré 

Blind or disabled recipients who 
work also are encouraged to develop 
a “plan for achieving self-support.” 
Such a plan allows them to set aside 
income and/or resources to reach 
their work goal. And since the in- 
come won't reduce their 
SSI check, peopie with a plan often 
get a higher SSI check than people 
without a plan. Expenses associated 
with reaching a work goal can in- 
clude education, vocational training, 
purchasing work-related equipment, 
and saving to start a business

TIGERS SEE RECORD DIP 10 1-3 AFTER BIG LOSS TO OPP 


The Elba Tigers were big underdogs going into last week's battle with 
the unbeaten Opp Bobcats, and the word out of Opp was that the Bobcats 
were going to run up a big score and pay the Tigers back for yeurs of losses. 
Well, a 28-7 score is a solid win; however, the Tigers gave the Bobcats a 
real scare in the first half and the defense battled until the end to keep Opp 
from piling up the points, The Tigers may have lost another battle, but they 
are still playing like they expect to win the war! 

Opp scored with relative ease on its first offensive series, but had to be 
more then a little‘concerned when Elba drove to the Bobcat 24 on its second 
possession and then scored on its third series, Elba didn't score again, and 
had only 32 total yards in total offense on its final cight possessions of the 
game, but with 4:36 left in the half the Tigers were tied at 7-7 and had out- 
gained the Bobcats offensively 170-116. Opp scored two touchdowns in the 
next two-minutes; however, and a touchdown with :46 left upped the Opp 
lead to 21-7 and all but ended Elba hopes of an upset win. 

The second half was all Opp, as the Bobcats rolled up 207 yards to only 
26 for the Tigers, but the Tigers never quit and despite giving up huge 
chunks of yardage, allowed Opp to cross the goalline only once more. At 
the final horn Opp had the win 28-7 and the statistics were lopsided in favor 
of the Bobcats, but the Tigers didn't leave the field with their heads down, 
and instead, were talking among themselves and their fans about how hard 
work and determination would tum things around. It won't get any easier 
for the Tigers in weeks to come as opponent after opponent tries to pay the 
Tigers back for years of losses, but the attitude of the players after the game 
let me know that the Tigers were down, and not out, and better days may in- 
deed lay ahead. 

Looking back at the game once again, Elba's offense came out playing 
well and racked up the yardage in the first half as Marcus Tyson and Jamie 
Brockton combined to gain 133 yards on 21 carries against the stiff Opp de- 
fense. The two scores by Opp just before the half changed the complexion 
of the game, and as the game went on, it was.evident that both Tyson and 
Brockton had slowed down from the pounding absorbed from butting heads 
with the Opp defense. The duo carried the ball only six times in the second 
half, combined with 21 in the Opening two quarters, and the passing game 
was still skipping a beat as some passes failed to hit their largets and others 
were dropped after being thrown on the money, Elba’'s running game is 
okay, even without Greg Thigpen, but until the Tigers develop a consistent 
passing attack Elba's running backs will keep getting hit, and hit, and hit un- 
til they either give out or get hurt. 

Over on defense, it was a mild surprise that Opp was able to run on the 
Tigers as well as they did, as was evident by the almost 300 yards gained on 
the ground. Elba's defensive line had played well all season and all but shut- 
down Daleville and Luverne in losing efforts. The Bobcats ran at will 
against the front wall of the Tigers and in the second half moved through 
the defense like a sharp knife through soft butter. The defense did toughen 
up when Opp got close, and time and time again turned back Opp scoring 
tries, which kept the Tigers in the game until the very end. 

The effort of the Elba players was evident Friday night, in spite of the 
lopsided stats and 21-point loss, and if the players keep their heads up and 
never quit fighting, I just know that this bunch is going to get some big 
wins during the second half of the season!

Tigers brace for powerful Pike County 


The Elba Tigers will be hoping to 
snap a two-game losing streak Fri- 
day night when they host the danger- 
ous Pike County Bulldogs in the an- 
nual renewal of the Tigers' most 
heated rivalry. 

Elba will carry an uncharacteris- 
lic 1-3 record into the battle with the 
Bulldogs, while Pike County will en- 
tcr the contest with a 3-1 slate after 
wins over Greenville, Lanett and Eu- 
faula and a lone loss to Tallassee. 

"This game has been one of our 
top rivalries for the past several 
years," said Elba's Coach Mack 
Wood, "and in spite of the records of 
the two teams I expect this year's 
game to be just as hotly contested 
and don't think either team will leave 
anything on the field," 

"Pike County runs out of a multi- 
ple, set offense and as always is 
blessed with speed and top notch 
skill people," added Wood. "Pike 
County has a very good quarterback 
in the Holland kid and he can hurt 
you both passing and running. They 
like to put the ball in the air and go 
deep a lot during the game, but can 
also hurt you with the crossing pat- 
terns and screens, They have a 
bunch of real quick backs and can 
hit you for the long touchdown at 
nay time from anywhere on the 
field.” 

"In recent years Pike County has 
had some big linemen and that is 
certainly the case again this year," 
said Wood, "Their center is a senior 
that checks in at 6'3", 255 and they 
have a youngster at tackle that 
weighs over 300 pounds. Their line 
is big and strong and their backs are 
quick as cats, That's been a deadly 
combination for just about every- 
body they've played for the past 
three years." 

"Over on defense they still use 
the 4-4 alignment and have the two 
big offensive linemen at tackles and 
the 205-pound fullback at lineback- 
er," stated Wood. “Pike County is 


the past relied on its quickness and 
aggressiveness to stop opposing of- 
fenses, but this year they have real 
good size to go along with that 
quickness, which is certainly still 
there." 

"If we're to have a chance at pull- 
ing this one off we'll have to play 
better than we have in a long time 
and get some breaks,"said Wood. 
"On offense we'll have to be effec- 
live running and passing and we'll 
have to maintain drives to keep the 
clock running. When we get a 
chance we'll have to put some points 
on the board, Our offense will have 
to play as well as it can, and then 
some! On defense we'll have to be 
alert in the secondary for they're me- 
dium and longrange passing game 
and play real tough up front and on 
the corners, If we can slow Pike 
County down maybe we'll have a 
chance, but to do that we'll have to 
be physical and not have any mental 
mistakes," 

"The Elba-Pike County game is 
always a hardfought game in which 
there is plenty of hard hitting and 
emotion,” said Wood, "and | just 
hope we'll play well enough to keep 
it within striking distance and try to 
pull off the upset." 

When asked about last week's 28- 
7 loss to Opp, Coach Wood said 
"We just have so many bodies that 
are available to play and Friday 
night was a good indication of what 
can happen when you get a couple of 
players banged up and have to just 
go with what you've got. On offense 
we played well during the first half, 
but we had a couple of linemen that 
were a little banged up and both our 
running backs were slowed by nag- 
ging injuries. As the game went on 
these injuries got even more aggra- 
vated and by the end of the game we 
had out fourth string tailback in the 
game trying to go against a powerful: 
defense, Our players never gave up 
and the effort was there for all four 


quarters, so, we just have to keep our

Opp drops Tigers 28-7 


The Elba Tigers battled the Opp 
Bobcats on even terms for much of 
the opening two stanzas, but allowed 
two Bobcat touchdowns in the final

The loss dropped Elba's record to 
1-3, while Opp improved to 4-0 with 
the win.

Boot Thompson added the 
extra-point and with 6:18 left in the 
first quarter Opp was on top 7-0, 

Elba began its ensuing series at 
its 20-yardline and this time showed 
signs of life as the Tigers marched 
57 yards in 8 plays to reach a third 
down and one at the Opp 24- 
yardline. 

Marcus Tyson and Jamie Brock- 
ton combined to gain 42 yards on six 
carrics during the march; however, 
Tyson was nailed for a two-yard loss 
on third down and then stopped for 
no gain on fourth down as the scor- 
ing chance went by the board. 

The Tigers got the ball right back 
on an Opp punt at the Elba 33- 
yardline and this time marched 67 
yards to paydirt!

The fees herein assessed are 
due on the first day of each month and 
if not paid on or before the 15th day of 
each month a penalty of (7%) in addi- 
tion thereto will be assessed as penal- 
ty for late payment. The same is to be

itary Sewerage fee is to be remitted to 
the Clerk of the City of Elba and de- 
posited by him/her for the use and ben- 
efit of said City. 

SEC 4. In the event of the failure of any 
User to pay said charges as per the 
foregoing schedule, and if same shall 
be Gslinquent for two (2) successive 
month, the water service provided by 
said City shall be immediately terminat- 
ed. 

Said services shall be provided 
by the City upon application and pay- 
ment being made by any person de- 
siring the same upon a cash deposit in 
the amount of five dollars ($5.00) to 
guarantee payment for said services, 
which sum shall be returned upon the 
termination of services if the User's bill 
shall be applied to the amount due 
from the User and the balance, if any, 
returned. Further, a tapping fee in the

He or she may be unable to remem- 
ber things that happened only mo- 
ments carlicr, Imagine what a con- 
fusing experience this must be and 
how difficult it must be to make any 
meaning of what is going on. 

When the patient shows suspicion 
of care or treatment, for example, he 
Or she is not just trying to be difficult 
and uncooperative, but probably 
does not remember the care giver or 
the particular routine to which he or 
she is being exposed. 

The patient may become con- 
fused at various requests and direc- 
lions. Better cooperation can be ob- 
tained by giving directions one step 
at a time, and allowing time for that 
Step to be carried out before giving 
the next step, 

When the patient gets his or her 
clothes on in the wrong order or fails 
to put on an essential part of cloth- 
ing, for example, the most helpful 
thing for the family member to do is 
to tell the patient, in a matter-of-fact

Horticulture Tips

DIVIDING DAYLILIES 


\ daylily is one of the most wor- 
ry - free plants in the home land 
scape, To some extent, it thrives 
with neglect. However, if daylilies 
that have been in the yard for several 
years seem to produce blooms only 
around the outer edges of a cluster, it 
is time to divide that clump of 
plants, 

Daylilies can be divided just 
about anytime of the year, but fall is 
probably one of the best times for di- 
viding and replanting, 

Lift the entire clump of plants out 
of the soil, preferably with a garden 
fork to reduce the number of roots 
cut when the clump is lifted. Pull 
apart the clump and replace the divi 
sions from the outer part of the 
clump, The center of the clump can 
be thrown away. 

Sometimes flowering is reduced 
the first year after dividing plants, 
but for several years thereafter dayli- 
ly growth and flower production will 
be good. 


LAWN CARE 


Everyone looks for ways to make 
lawn care easy and less time con 
Suming. Ground covets are a low 
maintenance landscape alternative to 
turf, Here are three ground covers 
you might consider planting this fall. 

St. Johnswort or Aaronsbeard 
(Hypericum calycinum) is a low 
growing shrub (12 to 18 inches high) 
which serves well as a ground cover, 
particularly in full sun. It adds color 
to the landscape from June through 
September with bright yellow flow 
ers. It seems to tolerate poor, sandy 
soils very well. Aaronsbeard is semi 
evergreen, which means that in most 
winters it will hold its leaves, but 
will occasionally lose them if ex 
posed to very cold weather 

Blue Fescue (Festuca ovina glau 
Ca) 18 a 6- to 10 - inch tall clump 
forming grass with @ deep blue 
green color, It isn't necessary to 
mow this grass. It will take light 
Shade but grows well on sunny 
slopes. Place the plants close togeth 
er in mass plantings for a full ground 
cover, It's among several attractive 
Ornamental grasses that are increas 
ing in popularity due to their case of 
maimtenance and lack of pest prob 
lems 

Daylily (Hemerocallis species) 
are common in many home land 
scupes because they are easy to care 
for, have few pest problems and add 
color to the landscape. While not ap- 
propriate for some situations, they 
can be used in large mass plantings 
to reduce lawn area that you have to 
mow, particularly in full sun and on 
slopes 


GREENS IN CONTAINERS 


We're approa hing th tin f 
year when a small garden plot or 
container garden can be at its best 
An assortment of greens. or leafy 
vevelables, grow well as days short 


en and the nights get cooler. And 
crops like collards, leaf lettuce, spin 
ach, mustard and turnip greens can 
produce a respectable harvest in a 
small space 

Pots, barrels, buckets--most any 
container can be used for growing 
greens as long as there is a hole in 
the bottom to allow drainage of ex 
cess water. A sterile, premixed pot 
ling soil can be used to grow the 


plants, or you can mix your Own pot- 
ting soil using equal parts of vermic- 
ulite or sand, sphagnum peat moss or 
compost and ground pine bark. To a 
bushel of this potting soil, mix in 1 
cup of dolomitic limestone and 1/2 


cup of 10 - 10 - 10 fertilizer. 

Scatter the seed and cover lightly 
with soil. Keep the soil surface 
moist. When the seedlings are about 
2 inches high, thin them to a spacing 
of 6 inches apart, except collards, 
which peed about 16 inches between 
plants. Fertilize with a soluble ferti- 
lizer about 3 weeks after thinning.

A Good Calf Crop

There is no question that feed is 
the single biggest cost to any live- 
stock producer, whether it is a beef 
producer, pork producer, or whatev- 
er, Your vet costs and other inciden- 
tal costs are small in comparison to 
what it takes in dollars to feed an an- 
imal, Therefore, there is no need to 
feed them any more or any less than 
what they need to maximize your 
profits, This is especially true in beef 
cattle herd. 

Right now, for most beef produc- 
ers, we are in a situation where most 
of our mama cows are dry and preg- 
nant, They are probably going to 
weigh on the average about 1,000 to 
1,100 pounds. Cows in this weight 
range only need about 6 percent pro- 
tein and about 50 percent of the ra- 
tion to be energy to sustain their 
body weight up to calving. To ac- 
complish this, a good quality hay 
along with some mineral and allow 
them to graze what grass is left in 
the pasture should easily take care of 
a dry, pregnant cow. There are sever- 
al advantages to feeding this way, 

1. You save money because you 
won't overfeed. You are meeting 
their requirements, and that is all 
you really need to do at this point, 

2. By not overfeeding with a rich 
ration, you lessen your chance for 
calving problems. 

Once this cow calves, starting any 
time now on through early spring, 
the requirements for that calf and 
that mama go up considerably, par- 
ticularly for the mother. The first 
three to four months of the calf's life 
are the most critical in terms of nu- 
tition. Ideally, if you are calving af- 


ter your winter grazing is up, cows ° 


turned in on winter grazing, nursing 
calves, should have no problem re- 
ceiving adequate nutrition, Let me 
caution you here that you need to 
Start your dry pregnant cows on a 
high mag salt now to have their level 
built up enough so that they can han- 
die the grass tetany problem once 
they get on winter grazing. A cow 
nursing a calf in the first three to 
four months after she has delivered 
the calf has the requirement of a lit- 
ule over 9 percent protein and 57 per- 
cent energy. If you do not have win- 
ler grazing available, then you need 
to feed a more complete ration than 
what hay alone can provide. If you 
need help with this, I will be more 
than glad to balance a ration for you. 

The bottom line of this news arti- 
cle is to feed your dry pregnant cows 
good quality hay, let them graze 
what grass is left in the pasture, and 
make sure they are on a good vita- 
min - mineral supplement, prefera- 
blys one with high mag. Once they 
drop their calves, ideally turn them 
in On winter grazing and this will 
more than meet their needs. You will 
probably need about one acre for 
every cow - calf pair. If you cannot 
plant winter grazing, then you will 
need to start them on a good ration 
once that calf hits the ground, partic- 
ularly for the first three to. four 
months after the calf is born. 

This is by far the easiest plan to 
achieving a more profitable situation 
and increasing your chances of de- 
livering a 100 percent calf crop. If 
you have any further questions relat- 
ing to nutrition of the brood cow 
herd, give me a call at 894-5596.

The new facility named for and 
dedicated in honor of former Coffee 
County Sheriff H. D. Tillman and to 
the memory of the late Sheriff C, F. 
"Neil" Grantham, 

Sheriff Tillman served Coffee 
County as sheriff from 1947 until his 
retirement in 1971, 

Grantham was elected sheriff in 
1975 and served until his death in 
1979. He was slain in the line of 


duty on March 1, 1979 just two 
months after he had been elected to 
his second term of office. 

Prior to being elected as sheriff, 
Grantham had served as chief deputy 
under Sheriff Ralph Sparks. 

Tillman was elected to six terms 
in office without ever having to face 
a run-off election. 

Sheriff Paul fondly remembered 
Sheriff Tillman allowing him as a 
youngster to sit in the "sheriff's car" 
and listen to the police radio. 

Paul's father, Judge Eris Paul, 
was a long-time circuit judge in Cof- 
fee County and he and Sheriff Till- 
man often had "dealings" and the 
younger Paul was frequently present. 

In remembering Sheriff Grant- 
ham, Paul said, “I remember the 
days when Sheriff Grantham was in 
office. We were dealing with new is- 
sues in those days - new civil rights 
laws and the Miranda rule were just 
coming into full effect.” 

He continued, “I used to wonder, 
‘How Jong will it take to adequately 
respond to these changes? How will 
the Miranda rule change the way we 
are doing things?’ But the changes 
were made smoothly thanks to Sher- 
iff Grantham.”

The framed document recognized 
and commended the two men for the 
dedication of their lives and time to 
the promotion of good law enforce- 
ment and the betterment of life. 

It was noted by Sheriff Paul that 
the library and educational adult cen- 
ter located in the new jail was named 
in honor of Robert Henry McCall. 
He served as a correctional officer 
with the sheriffs department for 
three years prior to his death, 

The $2.5 million facility, said to 
be the newest and most modern jail 
in the state of Alabama, replaces the 
80-year-old Coffee County Jail lo- 
cated in Elba. The old jail was se- 
verely damaged by the flood of 
March 1990. 

Following the dedication ceremo- 
ny, the public was allowed to tour 
the new facility.

SENTENCED TO FIFTEEN YEARS IN PRISON & ORDERED TO PAY RESTITUTION

In a surprise move last Friday 
morning, Marilyn B. Ammons, 49, 
of New Brockton changed her plea 
from not guilty to guilty. She had 
been arrested and charged with mul- 
tiple counts of forgery while em- 
ployed as a clerk in the office of the 
Coffee County Commission. 

After accepting Ammons’ guilty 
plea, Circuit Judge John Crawley 
sentenced her to fifteen years in the 
state penitentiary and ordered her to 
make full restitution. 

Mrs. Ammons had been indicted 
in May of 1991 on a record 643 
counts by a Coffee County grand 
jury in connection with $334,527.63 
in misappropriated county funds. 

Prior to her arrest on October 26, 
1990, Ammons had worked as a 
clerk in the commission office for 
approximately 13 years. After the 
funds were discovered missing, Mrs. 
Ammons was immediately suspend- 
ed from her job. 

Allegedly, Mrs. Ammons took 
the county funds while working as 
chief bookkeeper in the commission 
office. 


Jimmy Peacock reported, on his 
recent trip to Gulf Shores in search 
of a physician to locate in New 
Brockton, Councilperson Rhonda 
Davis and Councilman Ralph Med- 
ley accompanied Péacock on the 
trip. 

Peacock said, “The main thing 
that we came away from it (the 
meeting) with was that most of the 
people there hunting physicians were 
from hospitals. We kind of went, 
you might say, bear hunting with a 
switch,” 

He reported that the group spoke 
with approximately 20 individuals 
but no commitments were made. 

Peacock felt to attract a doctor at 
one of these meeting, one would 
have to be go with “bait”- something 
to get their attention - an office 
building furnished, guaranteed sala- 
ry, hospital, etc. 

It was not felt the trip was wasted 
- a lot was learned, but a lot of 
ground work would have to be laid 
before returning to such a meeting in 
hopes of getting a commitment from 
a physician to locate in New Brock- 
ton. 

Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 

***Appoinied Councilman Bud 
Goodson as building custodian for 
city hall, He was given the authority 
to secure personnel to keep the 
building and grounds clean, 
***Approved the payment of a 
$303.12 Building Assessment Fee to 
the Alabama League of Municipali- 
tics, Parking and office space is pro- 
vided for participating municipalities 
while in Montgomery, 

***Driskell reported that he had 
been in contact with Congressman 
Bill Dickinson, Senator Richard 
Shelby and Senator Howell Heflin 
concerning the National Guard and 
Reserve cutbacks but their response 
had not been promising, 

***Driskell accepts appointment to 
the Steering Committee for the Ala- 
bama League of Municipalities Fi- 
nance, Administration and Govern 
mental Relations Committee 


A trial by jury in Circuit Court 
had been scheduled to start on Octo- 
ber 15, 1991 and it had been predict- 
ed that the trial would last three to 
four weeks. 


Ammons said, “I had 
intended to pay the 
money back.” 


Prior to pronouncing sentence on 
Mrs. Ammons, Judge Crawley asked 
ierif she understood all of her rights 
- right to a jury trial, right to subpoe- 
na witnesses, right to an attorney, 
right to testify or not to testify, right 
to cross examine witnesses, and a 
right to appeal if convicted. She af- 
firmed to the judge that she under- 
stood all her rights. 


Judge Crawley asked Mrs. Am- 
mons if she wished to make any 
statement before he sentenced her. 

Mrs, Ammons said, “I had intend- 
ed to pay the money back.” 

Present in the courtroom with 
Mrs. Ammons were her attomeys 
Michael and Debbie Jared of Elba. 

Judge Crawley asked Mrs. Am- 
mons several times during the pro- 
ceedings if she fully understood the 
terms of the plea bargain agreement 
that had been made with the state's 
attorneys. She stated that she did. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
state's attorneys, District Attorney 
Joel Folmar and Assistant District 
Attorney Al Smith, Judge Crawley 
found Mrs. Ammons guilty of theft 
in the first-degree on 12 offenses and 
sentenced her to serve 15 years in 
prison in each of the offenses. 

The theft of deception in the first- 
degree and forgery in the second-

degree charges were nolle prossed 
(dismissed). 

Ammons was found guilty of the 
66 counts of forgery in the second 
degree and sentenced to 10 years in 
the state penitentiary in cach of the 
offenses. 

She was also found guilty on 565 
counts of forgery in the second 
degree and sentenced to 10 years in 
prison in each count. The charges of 
theft in the second-degree and theft 
by deception in the second-degree 
were dismissed. 

All of the above sentences im 
posed upon Mrs. Ammons were or- 
dered to run. concurrently This 
means she will serve a 15 years sen- 
tence in state prison. It was agreed 
that she would apply for no proba 
tion or split sentence.

(Editor's Note: Late Tuesday eve- 
ning, the District Attorney's Office 
was notified that Goy. Hunt had 
approved a $5,000 reward in the 
Bush murder case.) 

Law enforcement officials held a 
joint press conference Tuesday after- 
noon to update the news media on 
the apparent murder of an Opp man 
whose body was found in Elba. 

Chief Investigator Bruce De Vane 
of the 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney's Office acted as spokes- 
man for the group. 

He stated that on Sunday morn 
ing, October 6, 1991 at approximate 
ly 3:10 a.m., officers of the Elba Po- 
lice Department were summons to a 
residence on Brunson Circle in Elba. 

Upon arrival at the scene, the offi- 
cers found an individual later identi 
fied as Ollie Ray Bush, age 45, of 
Route One, Opp, Alabama. His life 
less body was located in the back 
yard of the complainant's home 

According to DeVane, a _ post 
mortem examination (autopsy) was 
performed on the victim by patholo
